A Labor member of Par- 
liament thereupon rises in his 
place and states that he is open 
for negotiations | He says the 
unions would probably be ‘willing 
to let these union and non-union 
men work | side by side in the 
Government factories, . provided 
that the Government will pass 
an Act that will separate these 
unionists. and non-unionists at 
the end of the war. In other 
words, he wants an Act passed 
that will provide for the throw- 
ing out of employment two or 
three hundred thousand laborers 
who will work during the war 
for the nation’s preservation. 
Fine exalted patriotism, gener- 
osity, and gratitude ! 

The Parliament of Great Brit- 
ain can pass any law that it 
chooses. But at the end of the 
war it will be the people them- 
selves who will decide what the 
economic and social system of 
the future is to be. Are they 
likely -to' decide in favor of the 
men who want to bargain while 
their country is in danger? Are 
they likelyato decide to increase 
the power’of a democracy?
